LOST TWO ARMS. 
BIG DAMAGE SUIT NON-SUITED. 

After a whole day of argument yes- 
terday, the $50,000 damage suit brought 
by Theodore Kretschmar against the 
Pasadena and Mount Lowe Railway 
Company to recover on account of the 
loss of both arms from contact th 
two live wires last July, was - 
suited by Judge Fitzgerald and the 
jury that had listened ‘to plaintiff's tes- 
timony discharged. ent oc- 
curred in the mountains north of Pas- 
adena, on a ridge midway between Ru- 
bio and Las Fiorées Cafions on the way 
to Mt. Lowe. 

Kretschmar alleged that he was trav- 
eling a well-beaten path that had been 
used continuously since about 1874 te 
the present time, and that lately the 
company had stretched power wires 
across it, at the point of the accident, 
no more than five feet or so above the 
ground. Watking down the trail he 
suddenly came upon the wires six inches 
from his face and threw up both hands 
to ward them away or lift them up. 
The result was that electricity to the 
amount of abeut 2000 volts 
through his body and for some time 
he hung to the wires ih an unconscious 
condition. So seriously were his hands 
and wrists burned that his arms had 
to be ampytated below the elbows. 

Kretschmar is a man about 28 years 
old. of powerful physique—and in his 
present condition a pitiful sight. 

The company's answer to his com- 
plaint was to the effect that he was 
a trespasser on priyate property and 
contributed to his great loss by his 
own negtigence in —— that the 
wires were not charged grasping 
hold of them. 

The motion for non-suit was granted 
on the grounds that the defendant com- 
pany owed the plaintiff no duty by 
reason of his being either a trespasser 
or a licensee, and that there was con- 
tributory negligence on his part. > 

Kretschmar's attorneys, Messrs. Con- 
rey & Thomson, state that Judge Fitz- 
gerald’s ruling on non-suit will be ap- 
pealed from. 


_BAD MATRIMONY. 
WHITE LOSES HIS WIFE. 

Judge Trask yesterday morning put 
and end to the matrimonial woes and 
wailings of Verna White, who was di- 
vorced from T. Jefferson White and 
allowed to assume her maiden name 
of V Lincoln. 

The woman is glad to be free 
again and testified that her husband 
had been very cruel to her. He had 
also made false representations to her 
about his health and other things to 
gain her consent to their marriage. 
They were joined in wedlock less than 
a year ago, when the little lady was 
only 16 years old. Now she regrets 
it all. 

T. Jefferson was cited to appear be- 
fore Judge Trask three or four weeks 
ago to show his ability to support his 
wife and pay her attorney's fees pend- 
ing the divorce suit. But he showed 
very conclusively that he was worth- 
less in monetary sense, and that, 
although once flush with spare cash. it 
had all taken smoky wings. He is a 
dentist by profession, having come into 
property from his ents’ and grand- 
parents’ estates. ring his minority 
he lived for most of the time with his 
ruardian and aunt, Mrs. A. B. Hotch- 
kies.
